2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-7 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Nelson et al. Nelson et al. , at p. 254, teach the claimed 
method of isolating a subpopulation of proteins that engage in protein-protein interactions by contacting homogenized rat brain with 
cyanogen bromide activated sepharose (i.e. agarose), permitting the rat brain proteins in the mixture to become covalendy bound to 
the sepharose, separating the sepharose-bound proteins, and eluting proteins not bound to the sepharose by elution with 25mM EGTA 
(see claims 1-6). Nelson et al. , at p. 254, teach the claimed method of analyzing a mixture of proteins by contacting a mixture of rat 
brain extract with cahnodulin-bound sepharose, and separating proteins not directly bound to the sepharose by elution with 25mM 
EGTA (see claim 7). 

Claims 1-7 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
